completed Colbert County and 13 
boxes of Mobile County, the ne! 
result reducing the 65;000 majori- 
ty of Senator John H, Bankhead 
by 87 votes, 

Ballots in 10 counties selected 
by former Senator Tom Heflin as 
being typical of the fraud and ir- 
regularities which he charged in 
his contest are being recounted, 
and the degree of changes from of- 
ficial returns disclosed by this re- 
count will determine whether bal- 
lots throughout the State are to 
be checked by the Hastings sub- 
committee, 

More than 4,000 votes have been 
recounted and errors affecting on- 
ly seven in the official count have 
been detected, In all, 177 yotes 
have been challenged and laid aside 
for future decision by the sub- 
committee on the ground that the 
names on the poll lists did not cor- 
respond to names on the official 
lists of qualified voters furnished 
by the probate judges. 

Some, even if not all, of these 
votes will be included in the final 
totals after affidavits have been 
secured as to the validity of the 
votes. Errors or challenged votes 
cut the vote of Bankhead in Col- 
bert County by 95 and vote of 
Heflin in that county by 70, In 
the 18 boxes of Mobile County 
counted thus far, 16 votes returned 
for Bankhead and four votes re- 
turned for Heflin have been de- 
ducted from the official totals, two 
of them being errors and 18 he- 
ing laid aside for future decision. 

In the 18 Mobile boxes, out of 
a total of 94 used in that county, 
the official returns gave Bankhea‘l 
775 and Heflin 421, while the re- 
count gave Bankhead 759 undis- 
puted votes and Heflin 417 undis- 
puted votes, a net loss in Bank- 
head’s majority of 12, compared 
to a net loss he sustained in the 
recount of Colbert County of 25 
votes. 

It now appears that annourice- 
ment by the Heflin forces that bal- 
lots were missing from some of the 
Mobile County boxes was prema- 
ture. Box One of precinct two of 
Mobile County had been reported 
empty. It appears there were two 
boxes with the same label, one of 

which was empty, evidently not 
having been used last November. 
The other box, however contained 
ballots and records which checked 
identically with the official returns, 
giving Heflin 15 and Bankhead 38. 

The recount in Mobile County 
will be renewed Monday.

With the nation’s celebration of 


George Washington’s Two “Hund- 


redth Birthday imminent, it be- 


comes of interest to inquire how 
the Government got its printing 
done during Washington’s Admin- 


istration when the United States 
began its eareer as a republic. On 
the authority of the Publie Printer, 
George H. Carter, the Division of 
Information and Publication of the 
George Washington Bicentennial 
Commission is able to present 
some interesting facets on the orig- 
in and growth of Government pub- 
lication and printing. 

The first mention of printing for 
the Government of the United 
States oecurs in the very first ses- 
sion of Congress in 1789, in the 
form of recommendations to Con- 


eress that proposals be invited “for 
printing the laws and other pro- 
eeedings of congress,” both Houses 


} having entered into an agreement 
to have their journals and acts 


printed. Sut not until 1794 do 
we find Congress ordering an ex- 
penditure of $10,000 for “fire- 


Prior to this act, the cost of print- 
ine was paid out of the general 
contingent fund. 

In 1804 we fing Congress in- 
structing the clerk to advertise for 
its printing and to award the con- 
tract to the lowest bidder, and for 
five years this contract system pre- 
vailed, with no great satisfaction, 
however. In 1818 the Senate and 


| House appointed a joint committee 


to inquire into a better method. 
This committee reported unani- 
mously and emphatically in favor 
of a governmental printing estab- 
lishment, as the most economical 
and satisfactory, yet for more than 
forty years the report was ignored 
and Senate and House ballotted 
each year on the choice of a print- 
ey to handle its work, 

‘inally the expense and imprae- 
ticality of this policy led to an 
Act of Congress on June 28, 1860, 
which authorized governmental 
printing under a “Superintendent 


of Publie Printing.” In 1861 $185,-| 
000 was appropriated for the pur-| Ml 


chase of an established printery. 
Evidently this was, for the time, 
a modern plant, employing 350 


people, and there for the first} gy 
time the Government became its| m 
own publisher. President Lincoln | il 
appointed John D. Defrees of Tn-| Mf 


diana as Superintendent, who 
promptly reported decreasing the 
cost of our national printing at 


least 15 per cent below the old] gy 
contract price. As the business of} gg 


governing the nation grew, the 
eovernment printery was enlarged, 
until 1899, when the present great 
building, to cost $2,480,000, was 
authorized. In the meantime the 
“Superintendent of Publie Print- 
ine’ had been named simply the 
Public Printer. 

Now this model plant employs 
1,000 people, with an annual pay- 
roll of $7,647,000 and a total year 
ly expenditure of $11,834,000. 
Surely George Washington would 
approve the growth and efficiency 
of this institution and the immense 
advanee it represents over the 
primitive methods of printing and 
handling Government documents 
in use during his First Presidency.

LIGHT AND HEALTH 

Electric lamps of the future will 
be health-giving as well as light-| 
giving, declares an engineering 
publication. It is well known that! 
quartz mereury lamps whieh radi- 
ate the beneficial ultra-violet rays 
have been used by physicians for 
some time. But these have requir- 
ed expert and careful handling. 

Now, it appears, lamps giving off 
these healthful rays have been de 
veloped for use in general light- 
ing, thus performing a double du- 
ty. In fact, such lamps are al- 
ready available, but so far their 
use has been restricted principally 
to home treatment of diseases in 
which sunlight or its equivalent is 
necessary. 

When the new lamps are adopt- 
ed for general use, as it is believ- 
ed they eventually will be, it is ex- 
pected that they will be of im- 
mense benefit, especially to indoor 
workers who have little contact 
with the health-giving rays of nat- 
ural sunlight.
